gon. 


President Nixon already has 


said the next defense budget

spending proposals since World 
War H. 


But that is not likely to satisfy 


many congressional Democrats.

July, when the law's provisions 
raising the personal exemption 
and the minimum standard de- 
duction first take effect, and the 
suffiQPexpires entirely. 


But the law is so new that IRS 


hasn't had time to work out the 
bulky tables it needs to say how 
much any particular taxpayer 
will take home then. 


But an IRS expert did figure 


the changes in withholding for 
three 
average 
families with 


6early income of $5,000, $10,000 
and $15,000, paid weekly. In 
each case he assumed the fami- 
ly consists of a man, his non- 
working wife and their two chil- 
dren and that they take the min- 
imum deduction of $600 each. 


Because of "a mathematical 


quirk" in the complex formulas, 
IRS said, the man with a $5,000 
salary, paid at $96.15 a week 
will have $6.10 in taxes taken 
out instead of the $5,70 deducted 
during 1969. 


Added to this is $4.62 a week 


in Social Security taxes, but be- 
cause his salary is below the 
$7,800 cutoff point, he paid that 
all year and there will be no 
change. 


He will take home $85.43 in- 


stead of $85.83 but will be able 
to recover the extra 40 cents a 
week when he files for a refund 
at the end of the year. 


If the man's yearly income is 


$10,000, his tax will drop to $23 a 
week from $23.70. He hasn't 
paid Social Security taxes for a 
couple of months, however, so 
he will have an additional $9.23 
deducted, for a total of $32.23, 
and will take home $160.08 of his 
$192,31 weekly salary. 


When income rises to $15,000 


the difference is slightly more 
pronounced. Income tax will 
take a bite of $41 from the 
$288.46 weekly salary instead of 
$42.70 this year. Add to that, 
however, $13.85 for Social Secu- 
rity—not paid since summer— 
and 
takehorne pay comes to 


$233.61. 


None of the figures includes 


salary increases for extra de- 
ductions such as those for insur- 
ance, retirement plans or union 
dues.

late Christmas Day and contin- 
ued through Sunday left some 60 
inches of new snow in parts of 
Vermont and up to 50 inches in 
sections of central and western 
Massachusetts.

deliveries and other emergen- 
cies. 


Dairy farmers in Vermont 


were especially hard hit. Some 
in the Newbury area said they 
were dumping their milk be- 
cause tankers couldn't pick it 
up.

was declared a disaster area 
Sunday.

That's what you find on the 


communal farms in Israel, says 
a University of Chicago psychol- 
ogist, Dr. Bruno Bettelheim. 


He told the American Associa- 


tion for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence about the unusual children 
at its annual meeting Monday. 


On the communal farms, or 


kibbutzim, child rearing is a 
communal 
activity. 
Parents 


place newborn children in the 
children's quarters on the farm, 
where they live until 18 years 
old. 


The parents and children visit 


with each other two hours a 
day. 
Children of both sexes 


sleep in the same room and 
shower together until they are 
14 on some farms, 18 on others. 


Yet, 
Dr. 
Bettelheim said, 


there is no sexual promiscuity 
on 
the farms, 
inhabited by 


about 100,000 Israelis. 


Ttie farms have r.o mure than 


a few hundred members each 
and all decisions are made by a 
general assembly of all mem- 
bers. Men and women share 
equally 
in the 
work of the 


farms. 


Ordinary social evils are root- 


ed in selfishness, 
Bettelheim 


said, and on these communal 
farms there is nothing to be 
selfish about- not even parents 
- since there is nu private prop- 
erty.

hurricane damage in Biloxi 
and Gulfport, Miss., as It 


appears four months later (pic* 
tures were made Saturday, Dec. 
27) are published in today's edit- 
ion. 


No series of still-camerashots 


could 
possibly tell 
you the 


magnitude 
of destruction from 


North America's 
Worst hurri- 


cane. It would take a traveling 
motion picture 
or 
television 


camera moving along the 10-or 
15-mile coastline to do the job. 


The fact that the devastated 


area looks today just about the 
way it did after the Aug. 18 storm 
gives you the true measure of the 
disaster. With limited labor and 
materials Mississippians are re- 
building business houses 
first, 


and repair or replacement of res- 
idences will have to wait. The 
Gulf Coast will be years making 
the rehabilitation job complete. 
Meanwhile much of the Gulfport- 
Biloxi population is living in 
mobile homes, thousands 
of

aster region immediately after 
the storm. 


Local citizens who helped Gulf- 


port-Biloxi with gifts of money, 
clothing and supplies in August 
and September should appreciate 
this eye-witness report that they 
couldn't have given to a better 
cause.

Hew Law Relaxing U.S. 
Trade With Communist 
Nations Not Popular

WASHINGTON (Ap) _ A new 


law liberalizing U.S. exports to 
Communist countries has been 
received 
with somewhat less 


than enthusiasm 
by diplomats 


of the affected nations. 


What those countries really 


are interested in is liberalizing 
of imports to the United States 
or, 
in other words, 
getting 


most-favored-nations— 
MFN— 


tariff treatment for their prod- 
ucts. 


This was made clear from a 


check with diplomats represent- 
ing Communist nations in Wash- 
ington. The exceptions are Po- 
land and Yugoslavia, two na. 
tions wlucti already enjoy 
the 


low tariff of MFN. 


None of the diplomats ques- 


tioned would say his country 
was not interested in the Dec. 23 
congressional action which in 
effect permits American export- 
ers to compete with the export- 
ers of Western Europe and of 
Japan for the Communist mar- 
ket in non-strategic goods. But, 
the diplomats argued, to buy in 
the United States-and to pay 
for the purchase— would require 


an increase in their exports to 
this country. They said this re- 
mains impossible as long as 
their products are subjected to 
the prohibitive rates of the 1930 
Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act. 


The difference between MNF 


tariffs and those of the Smoot- 
Hawley Act averages 50 per 
cent but readies 400 per cent or 
more on certain items. 


MFN tariffs were withdrawn 


from Communist nations in 1951 
at the head of the cold war. The 
low tariff treatment was re- 
turned to Yugoslavia when that 
country defied Moscow in the 
late 1940s, and to Poland when it 
appeared to have gained some 
degree of independence in 1956. 


President Nixon is understood 


to believe that no thought should 
be given to liberalizing imports 
from Communist countries until 
settlement of the Vietnam war 
in view of the support Hanoi 
gets from the Communist coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe.

French Boats 
Cause Israel 
Concern

HAIFA, Israel (AP) - A 


heavy overcast shrouded the 
eastern Mediterranean today as 
the five mystery gunboats from 
France advanced through wind- 
whipped seas toward Israel's 
chief port. 


Israeli maritime experts said 


the boats were still at least a 
full day out of Haifa. One expert 
said they were probably delayed 
by rough weather and slower es- 
corts from the Israeli Navy. 


The low clouds and high winds 


were expected to hamper any 
attempt by Egyptian planes to 
intercept 
the 
boats. 
They 


slipped out of Cherbourg about 3 
a.m. Christmas Day in defiance 
of the French embargo on arms 
for Israel. 


Hundreds gathered 
on Mt. 


Carmel abandoned their lookout 
as word flashed through the city 
that the boats now were expect- 
ed 
Wednesday. It was also 


thought unlikely they would en- 
ter port in daylight. 


An Italian trawler 
reported 


sighting the ships early Monday 
east of Sicily escorted by "nu- 
merous other Israeli ships." 
Greek police on the island of 
Crete said the convoy passed 
north of the island shortly after 
midnight. 


The boats have a speed of up 


to 40 knots and are 147 feet long

ury Edwin S. Cohen said that 
the bill would produce a net in- 
crease in revenues for the next 
two years but then drop into 
deficit.
